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A PRAYER BEFORE MASS. 

f\ MERCIFUL Father, who didst so love 
yj the world as to give up for our redemp- 
tion thy beloved Son ; who, in obedience to 
thee, and for us sinners, humbled himself 
even unto the death of the cross, and con- 
tinues to offer himself daily, by the ministry 
of his priests, for the living and the dead ; we 
humbly beseech thee, that, penetrated with a 
lively faith, we may always assist with the 
utmost devotion and reverence at the oblation 
of his most precious body and blood, which 
is made at Mass, and thereby be made par- 
takers of the sacrifice which he consummated 
on Calvary. 

In union with thy Holy Church and its minis- 
ter, and invoking the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
Mother of God, and all the angels and saints, 
we now offer the adorable Sacrifice of the Mass 
to thy honour and glory, to acknowledge thy 
infinite perfections, thy supreme dominion 
over all thy creatures, our entire subjection 
to thee, and total dependence on thy gracious 
providence, and in thanksgiving for all thy 
benefits, and for the remission of our sins. 

We offer it for the propagation of the 
Catholic Faith, for our most Holy Father the 
Pope, for our archbishop (or bishop), and for 
all the pastors and clergy of thy Holy Church, 
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that they may direct the faithful in the way of 
salvation — for the Queen, and for all that are 
in high station, that we may lead quiet. and 
holy lives — for peace and good-will among 
all states and people — for the necessities of 
mankind — and particularly for the congre- 
gation here present; to obtain all blessings 
we stand in need of in this life, everlasting 
happiness in the next, and eternal rest to the 
faithful departed. 

And, as Jesus Christ so ordained when he 
instituted at his Last Supper this wonderful 
mystery of his power, wisdom, and goodness, 
we offer the Mass in grateful remembrance of 
all he has done and suffered for the love of 
us ; making special commemoration of his 
bitter passion and death, and of his glorious 
resurrection and ascension into Heaven. 
Vouchsafe, O Almighty and Eternal God (for 
to thee alone so great a sacrifice is due), 
graciously to accept it, for these and all other 
purposes agreeable to thy holy will. And to 
render it the more pleasing, we offer it to 
thee through the same Jesus Christ, thy be- 
loved Son, our Lord and Saviour, our High 
Priest and Victim, and in the name of the 
Most Holy Trinity, the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost ; to whom be honour, praise, 
and glory, for ever and ever. Amen.

Our faith assures us that the Sacrifice of the Mass is 
the same, in an unbloody manner, as the Sacrifice of 
the Cross. It is then to have the privilege of assisting 
with the Blessed Mother of God, with Mary Mag- 
dalen, with St. John, and the penitent thief, at 
the sacrifice of Jesus on the cross. Who, then, 
would not ardently desire to hear Mass every day? 
Hence all fervent Christians throughout the world put 
themselves to great inconvenience to enjoy this glorious 
privilege. The Sodalist of the B. Mother of God' 
should especially love it. To increase our faith in it, 
and love for it, we recommend, with S. Leonard of 
Port Maurice, the following Method of Assisting at 
Mass. 

Having asked the aid of the Holy Spirit, of Our 
Blessed Lady, and your angel guardian, that you may 
hear . this Mass with all reverence and devotion, 
consider it as divided into four spaces or parts, 
in order to pay during them the four obligations 
answering to the four ends of the sacrifice. 

ADORATION. 

From the beginning of Mass to the end of the Creed, 
spend in your first obligation of honouring and prais- 
ing the majesty of God. Wherefore, humble yourself 
with Jesus, and descend in thought into the depth of 
your nothingness ; confess sincerely how wretched, 
and how merely nothing you are before so immense a 
Majesty ; and thus humbled internally and externally, 
and remaining reverently throughout Mass, all modest 
and composed, say the following prayer : — 
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OMY God, I adore thee, and acknowledge 
thee for my Lord, and for the master of 
my soul. I protest that all I am, and all I 
have, are entirely from thee. Since thy 
supreme Majesty deserves infinite honour and 
homage, while I am but a poor helpless 
being, utterly incapable of paying so great a 
debt, I offer up to thee the humiliation and 
the homage which Jesus renders to thee on 
the altar. That which Jesus does, I purpose 
also to do ; I humble, I abase myself to- 
gether with him before thy Majesty. I adore 
thee with the same humiliation which Jesus 
practises, and I rejoice and am glad that 
blessed Jesus should give to thee, in my be- 
half, the infinite honour and homage of the 
most adorable Sacrifice of the Altar. 

Then close the book, and exercise yourself in form- 
ing many such internal acts of joy, that God should 
thus be infinitely honoured. Repeat over and over 

again : — 

YES, O my God, I delight in the infinite 
honour which results to thy Majesty from 
this most holy sacrifice ; I delight in it, I re- 
joice as much as I know how, as much as I can. 

Be not at all anxious to keep to the words just 
given, but make use of those which your devotion 
shall dictate, while you remain all united with God. 
This will indeed be a happy fulfilment of the first of 
your obligations. 
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CONTRITION. 
From the Creed to the end of the Elevation, 
cast a brief glance over your most grievous si us, and 
recognising the immeasurable nature of your debt 
towards divine justice, say, with humbled heart : — 

BEHOLD, O my God, this traitor, who 
has so many times rebelled against thee. 
Ah, me I pierced with grief, how I hate and 
detest my heavy sins, while I offer for them 
that same satisfaction which Jesus offers on 
the altar. I offer to thee all the merits of 
Jesus, all Jesus himself, God and Man, who 
now, as an unbloody Victim, presents anew 
for me his sacrifice on the cross. I offer all 
that he does on that altar as my mediator 
and advocate, imploring of thee to pardon 
me through his most precious blood. I unite 
myself with the cry of that loving blood, and 
I beseech of thee mercy for my sins, so 
grievous and so many. The blood of Jesus 
cries for mercy — my pierced heart cries for 
mercy. Ah, if my tears move thee not, O 
my God, let the groans of my Jesus move 
thee. That mercy which he obtained for the 
whole human race on the cross, why should 
he not obtain it for me on this altar ? Yes, 
yes, I hope that, in virtue of his most precious 
blood, thou wilt pardon all my transgressions, 
for which I shall persevere in weeping to the 
last breath of my life. 
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Shutting the book, make many of these acts of true 
contrition. Then give rein to your affections, and 
say to Jesus : — 

0 DEAREST Jesus, give me the tears of 
Peter, the fervour of Magdalen, and the 
grief of those saints who, once sinners, were 
afterwards true penitents, in order that 
in this Mass I may obtain true contrition for 
all my sins. 

Make many such acts, entirely recollected in God, 
offering in this way, for the debt of your many sins, 
the satisfaction of Jesus on Calvary. 

THANKSGIVING. 

From the Elevation till the Communion, recall to 
your mind the great and good gifts bestowed on you, 
or designed for you by God, and then offer to him in 
return a gift of infinite value, that is, the Body and 
Blood of Jesus Christ. Then invite all the angels 
and all the saints to thank God in your behalf, 
in the following or some similar words : — 

I SEE myself, O my God, laden with count- 
less benefits, both general and particular, 
of soul and body, which thou deignest to 
bestow on me in time, and to store up for me in 
eternity. I know that thy mercies towards 
me have been, and are, infinite, but yet I am 
ready to repay thee all, even to the last 
farthing. Behold, I thank and repay thee by 
this most precious Body, this divine Blood, 
this innocent Victim which I present to thee 
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by the hands of thy priest. I am certain 
that this offering which I make is sufficient to 
repay all the gifts thou hast bestowed on me. 
This gift of infinite value is, by itself, worth all 
the gifts which I have received, and which I do 
now receive, and am yet to receive, from thee. 
Ah, holy angels, and all you beloved ones in 
heaven, help me to thank my God, and to 
offer him in thanksgiving for such benefits, 
not only this, but all the Masses which are 
celebrated throughout the whole world, in 
order that his loving beneficence may remain 
fully recompensed for so many graces which 
he hath bestowed on me, which he is now 
about to bestow, and will bestow, throughout 
eternity. Amen. 

O how will our good God be pleased with thanks 
so affectionate ! O how satisfied will he remain with 
this sole offering, worth all other offerings, since it is 
of infinite worth ! And to stir yourself the more to 
feelings so devout, invite all heaven in like manner to 
employ itself for you ; invoke the Blessed Mother of 
God, and all those saints to whom you feel the greatest 
devotion, and say to them, with your heart : — 

0 BLESSED Mary, Mother of God, and 
my Mother, O all ye saints and friends 
of God, and my brothers and loving advo- 
cates, I entreat you to aid me in thanking 
God for all his blessings to me, or rather 
thank him for me. Beg of him to accept, 

c 
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Hot merely your thanks as mine, but also the 
infinite thanks of Jesus to him in this most 
adorable sacrifice. 

Be not content with saying this once only, but re- 
peat it over and over again, and be assured, that in 
this Way you will make great approaches towards 
satisfying this obligation. 

At the Communion, either receive, if prepared, 
or make a spiritual Communion. 

* SUPPLICATION. 

From the Communion to the end of Mass, united 
to Jesus, summon up holy courage to ask of him many 
graces, knowing that at that time Jesus unites himself 
to you, and prays and supplicates — yes, even he — in 
your behalf ; and therefore enlarge your heart, and 
do not ask things of small importance, but ask great 
graces, your Offering being so great, namely, that of 
His Divine Son. Say to him, with an humble heart: — 

OMY God, too well do I know myself to 
be unworthy of thy favours. I confess 
my supreme misery, and that because of so 
many and so grievous sins, I deserve not to 
be heard. But how shalt thou be able to 
refuse attention to thy divine Son, who on 
this altar prays for me, and offers to thee, on 
my behalf, his life and his blood ? Ah, my 
God, hear the prayer of this my great 
Advocate, and for his sake grant me all the 
graces which thou knowest to be necessary 
fbr accomplishing the great affair of my 
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eternal salvation. And now that I take 
heart to ask of thee a general pardon of all 
my sins, and the grace of final perseverance, 
I also ask of thee, my God, trusting in the 
merits and intercession of Jesus, all the 
virtues I require, and all the aids efficacious 
for making me a true saint. I ask of thee the 
conversion of all unbelievers, and of all sin- 
ners, and particularly of those that belong to 
me by ties of blood, or by spiritual affinity. 
I beg of thee the liberation, not of one soul 
only, but of all the souls in purgatory. O 
bring them all out, so that through the efficacy 
of this divine sacrifice, that prison where 
they are being rendered pure may become 
empty. Convert also all the souls of the living: 
may this miserable world become a paradise of 
delight for thee, where, loved, reverenced, 
and praised in time by all of us, we may come 
afterwards to praise and bless thee for all 
eternity. Amen. 

Offer petitions also again and again for yourself, 
your children, your friends, relations, and acquaint- 
ance, for priests, for benefactors, for all who have 
. asked or need your prayers, asking help for them and for 
yourself in all things, spiritual and temporal ; ask also 
the fulness of all good, and relief from all evils for 
Holy Church ; and do not ask any of these things 
with lukewarmness, but rather with a great confidence, 
making sure that your prayers, united with those of 
Jesus, shall indeed be heard.

James, Philip, Bartholomew, Mat- 
thew, Simon and Thaddeus, Linus, 
Cletus, Clement, Xystes, Cornelius, 
Cyprian, , Laurence, Chrysogonus, 
John and Paul, Cosmas and Damian, 
and of all thy saints, through whose 
merits and prayers grant that we 
may be always defended by the 
help of thy protection. Through 
the same Christ our Lord.

Spreading his hands over the Oblation, he says : 

WE therefore beseech thee, O 
Lord, graciously to accept 
this oblation of our servitude, as 
also of thy whole family; and to 
dispose our days in thy peace, pre- 
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serve us from eternal damnation, 
and rank us in the number of thine 
elect. Through Christ our Lord.

Which oblation do thou, O God, 
vouchsafe in all respects to bless, 
approve, ratify, and accept ; that it 
may be made for us the body and 
blood of thy most beloved Son, 
Jesus Christ our Lord, 

Who, the day before he suffered, 
took bread into his holy and vener- 
able hands, and with his eyes lifted 
up towards heaven, giving thanks 
to thee, almighty God, his Father, 
he blest it, brake it, and gave it to 
his disciples, saying, Take and eat 
ye all of this, for this is my body. 

After pronouncing the words of Consecration, the 
Priest, kneeling, adores and elevates the Sacred

ped, taking also this excellent 
chalice into his holy and venerable 
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hands, giving thee also thanks, he 
blessed and gave it to his disciples, 
saying, Take and drink ye all of

testament: the mystery of faith: 
which shall be shed for you and

As often as ye do these things, 
ye shall do them in remembrance 
of me. 

Here, also kneeling, he adores and elevates the 
Chalice. 

WHEREFORE, O Lord, we, 
thy servants, as also thy holy 
people, calling to mind the blessed 
passion of the same Christ thy Son, 
our Lord, his resurrection from the 
dead, and admirable ascension into 
heaven, offer unto thy most excellent

We most humbly beseech thee, 
Almighty God, to command these 
things to be carried by the hands of 
thy holy angels to thy altar on high, 
in the sight of thy divine Majesty, 
that as many as shall partake of the 
most sacred body and blood of thy 
Son at this altar may be filled with 
every heavenly grace and blessing.

Here particular remembrance is made of such of the 
Dead as are to be prayed for.

Here, striking his breast, the Priest says : 

ALSO to us sinners, thy servants, 
confiding in the multitude of 
thy mercies, vouchsafe to grant 
some part and fellowship with thy 
holy apostles and martyrs ; with 
John, Stephen, Mathias, Barnabas, 
Ignatius, Alexander, Marcellinus,

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A PREPARATION FOR CONFESSION. 

A PRAYER BEFORE THE EXAMINATION 
OF CONSCIENCE. 

I am perfectly sensible, O my God, that I have in 
many ways offended thy divine Majesty, and provoked 
thy wrath by my sins ; and that if I obtain not par- 
don, I shall be cast out of thy sight for ever ; I desire, 
therefore, at present to look into all the sins whereby 
I have displeased thee : but, O my God, how miser- 
ably shall I deceive myself, if thou assist me not in 
this work by thy heavenly light ! Grant me, there- 
fore, at present, thy grace, whereby I may discover all 
my sins j for I know that nothing is hidden from thy 
sight. I confess myself ignorant of my own failings : 
my passions blind me, self-love- flatters me, presump- 
tion deludes me ; and though I have many sins Mihich 
stare me in the face, and cannot be hidden, yet how 
many, too, are there quite concealed from me ! But 
discover even those to me, O Lord ; enlighten my 
darkness, cure my blindness, and remove every veil 
that hides my sins from me, that I may be no longer 
a secret to myself, nor a stranger to my own fail- 
ings, nor ever flatter myself with the thoughts of 
having repented, and at the same time nourish sin 
within my breast. Come, Holy Ghost, and, by a 
beam of thy divine light, illumine my understanding, 
that I may see clearly all my sins and iniquities, and 
that sincerely repenting of them, I may be again re- 
ceived into thy favour. Amen. 

Add, if your fervour suggests it, other prayers for 
the same purpose, at least the Memorare. 
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EXAMEN OF CONSCIENCE. 
Examine yourself on the following points :— 

1st Commandment — Faith. — Have you wilfully 
entertained doubts against Faith, denied it, sneered at 
it ? Gone to heretical churches during service ? Read 
heretical books ? Advised poor parents to send their 
children to heretical schools or orphanages ? Gone or 
brought others to heretical meetings or tea-parties? 
Advised marriages with heretics, assisted at them ? 
Ridiculed piety ? 

Hope. — Have you despaired ? Presumed on God's 
mercy ? 

Charity. — Have you neglected for a considerable 
time to make acts of Charity ? 

Religion. — Have you shown disrespect in church, 
to God's ministers, at prayer, at Mass? Have you 
committed sacrilege by hiding a mortal sin in Con- 
fession, by receiving unworthily ? Got fortunes told ? 
Committed other superstitious works ? 

Ask yourself how often each day, each week, each 
month, &c, and try to discover, as well as you can, 
the number of your sins, especially your grievous sins ? 

II. Have you taken God's name in vain ? Sworn 
uselessly ? Perjured yourself by swearing falsely, or 
by swearing to a thing doubted or unknown ? Have 
you broken your vows ? Do you belong to any secret 
society ? Did you curse ? 

III. Have you wilfully and unnecessarily neglected 
Mass on Sundays or holidays ? Have you done unne- 
cessary servile work on such days ? Have you advised 
or caused others to neglect an obligatory Mass ? Have 
you neglected to send children and servants to Mass ? 
or sent young people to it unattended ? 

IV. Duties of Children, — Have you been dis- 
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obedient or disrespectful to parents or superiors, 
cursed or struck them, called them names, or wished 
them evil ? 

Duties of Parents. — Have you been wanting in 
correcting children, in warning them, in seeing that 
they attend their religious duties ? Have you given 
excessive correction, or provoked them to anger by 
misconduct of any kind ? 

Duties of Superiors. — Have you failed to correct 
servants when acting improperly, or speaking on bad 
subjects, or cursing, &c. ? 

Have you shown scandal by bad example, bad 
advice, seduction? Induced to drink, given drink to 
persons under its influence ? How often ? 

V. Have you quarrelled, struck, beaten, or killed 
anybody ? Taken or wished revenge, or evil of any 
kind, or borne ill will ? 

VI. — IX. Have you consented to bad thoughts, 
bad desires? Have you said or listened to bad 
words, told or willingly heard bad stories, done bad 
actions, looked at bad things, pointed out bad objects 
to others ? What sins ? How many present ? How 
often ? 

VII. — X. Have you stolen, cheated ? How much? 
Taken loans without permission ? Given away what 
was not your own ? Adulterated ? What restitution 
is due ? How much can you make ? 

VIII. Have you detracted or calumniated? In 
what? How many? What injury have you done? 
What restitution is due ? Have you told lies ? Have 
you betrayed secrets ? 



COMMANDMENTS OF THE CHURCH. 

Have you violated the abstinence or fasts of the 
Church ? How often ? Have you neglected your 
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Easter duty? Have you neglected to pay dues to 
your pastor? Have you married within the for- 
bidden degrees, or clandestinely ? 

ON GLUTTONY. 

Have you eaten or drunk too much ? How often ? 
With what scandal ? 

A PRAYER FOR OBTAINING CONTRITION. 

I have now here before me, O Lord, a sad array 
of the manifold offences whereby I have displeased 
thy divine Majesty, and which I am assured will 
appear in judgment against me, if, by repentance and 
a hearty sorrow, my soul be not prepared to receive 
thy pardon. But this sorrow and this repentance, O 
Lord, must be the free gift of thy mercy, without 
which all my endeavours will be in vain, and I shall 
be for ever miserable, Have pity, therefore, on me, 
O merciful Father, and pour forth into my heart thy 
grace, whereby I may sincerely repent of all my sins ; 
grant me true contrition, that I may bewail my base 
ingratitude, and grieve from my heart for having 
offended so good a God. Permit me not to be de- 
luded by a false sorrow, as I fear I have been too 
often, through my own weakness and neglect ; but 
let it now be thy gift, descending from thee, the 
Father of Lights, that so my repentance may be ac- 
companied by an amendment and a change of life ; 
that being thus acquitted from the guilt of my sins, I 
may once more be received into the number of thy 
servants. Amen. 

To this prayer may be added "Come, O Holy 
Ghost," p. II ; a short prayer to Mary ; the " Angel 
of God," p. 15 ; then meditate for a short time on the 
following points :— 
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CONSIDERATIONS TO EXCITE SORROW. 

I. By sin I have deserved hell. What is hell? 
What its terrible torture? A spark of fire on my 
finger — how painful is it ? What to be surrounded by 
a sea of fire ! How long ? For eternity. O eternity, 
never ending, how awful art thou ! What should I 
do to avoid tortures so incomprehensible, especially 
when they never end ? 

II. By sin I have lost what is infinitely more 
precious than life itself. In Baptism I was made a 
child of God, and my name was written in the Book 
of Life. By a mortal sin — for a filthy thought, or 
word, or action of a moment, I blotted it out. O 
what madness ! Then I flung away God's grace and 
love, I became his enemy, and in his very presence. 
For what ? O madness inconceivable ! Yet in him I 
live, and move, and have my being. O my God, 
teach me to know what sin is ; teach me to hate it as 
I ought. O Mary, my mother, obtain for me true 
contrition ! 

To these considerations may be added others on 
judgment, or heaven lost ; on our ingratitude to God, 
who proves his love to us by so many blessings of 
body and soul, by saving us from hell, which we 
deserved, by offering us again his holy grace. 

After these considerations, make a ferveni act of 
contrition, and go to Confession. When Confession is 
over, thank God for his mercy by the following 

PRAYER AFTER CONFESSION. 

What thanks do I not owe to thee, my God y not 
only for having created me, redeemed me, and called 
me to the bosom of thy Church ; but still more for 
having waited for my return whilst I was wandering 
from thee in the miserable paths of sin, for having so 
often pardoned me, as I hope thou hast done this day, 
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and for having preserved me from so many other sins, 
into which I should have fallen had I not been pre- 
vented by thy gracious hand ! 

But my enemies will not cease to tempt me until 
death, and, if thou support me not, alas ! I shall soon 
begin again to offend thee more grievously than ever. 
Grant me then, through the merits of Jesus Christ, the 
precious grace of final perseverance. This divine 
Saviour has assured us that whatever we ask in his 
name thou wilt grant it to us. I entreat thee, therefore, 
through all that thy dear Son has suffered for me, 
never to let me forsake thee any more. I feel the 
greatest confidence that, if I continue to pray for this 
grace, I shall obtain it, because thou hast promised to 
hear our prayers. But I tremble with fear lest, in 
some unguarded moment, I should forget my depen- 
dence upon thee, fail to invoke thy help, and thus 
relapse into my former misery. Grant, therefore, 
that under all my temptations, I may have instant 
recourse to # thee by invoking the holy names of Jesus 
and Mary. Thus, O my God, I may confidently hope 
to die in thy grace, and to love thee for ever in heaven, 
where I shall be sure never to be separated from thee, 
and to be consumed in the fire of thy holy love for all 
eternity. Amen. 

AN ACT OF FAITH. 

My Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, I firmly believe 
that, thou art really present in the most adorable 
Sacrament of the Altar. I firmly believe that under 
the appearance of bread, thou art living, body and 
blood, soul and divinity, the Son of God, the Second 
Person of the most holy Trinity, the God of heaven 
and earth, before whom all creatures are as if they 
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were not. Yes, O Jesus, I believe with my whole 
heart, and, with all the choirs of heaven, prostrate in 
most profound respect, adore thee as my God. But what 
adoration that is worthy of thy infinite Majesty can I 
offer thee ? Who am I, dust and ashes, to stand even 
in thy awful presence, and to offer thee my most insig- 
nificant and worthless adoration? No, my adoration is 
too contemptible to present thee. Then, O holy Mary, 
and all ye holy angels and saints, and choirs of heaven, 
most earnestly do I entreat of you to adore for me 
Jesus, the Son of God made flesh, ever present in the 
most Blessed Euchirist. This adoration, then, I offer 
thee, O Son of God ; deign in thy mercy to accept it as 
mine. 

AN ACT OF HUMILITY. 

But what am I going to do ? I am going to receive 
into my heart this God of infinite Majesty — I ? and 
who am I? A worm of the earth. My body, what 
is it? The grave tells me. Holy Job tells me — " f 
have said to rottenness: thou art my father; to 
worms, my mother and sister." Would to God that 
this misery were all ; but I have sinned. If I have 
committed mortal sin, I have, then, deserved hell, 
I should be now a devil there. If not, O it 
was thy loving providence alone preserved me. I 
should there be herding now with demons. Who am 
I, then, to receive thee, O Son of God, O God of in- 
finite Majesty, of infinite holiness ? The very choirs 
of heaven are not pure before thee — and what am I ? 
O my God, I acknowledge before thy throne my 
misery, my nothingness, my infamy. Most unworthy, 
then, do I feel myself even to stand in thy sight. 
What to receive thee ! 

AN ACT OF CONFIDENCE AND DESIRE. 
Yet, O my God and my Brother — Oh, dare I call 
thee brother ! Dare I, odious sinner as I have been, 
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and am, dare I call thee my brother? Oh, blessed 
be God ! My soul doth magnify thee, O God of 
infinite mercy and love. O truly, thy mercies are 
above all thy works. Yes, I may call thee my brother. 
Then, away with the fears which assail me ! Thou 
wishest me to come to thee, and to enter into my 
heart. Away, then, thoughts of fear or distrust — thou 
tellest me to receive thee. Then, welcome, Jesus, my 
brother, welcome, ten thousand times over. Yes, I 
desire with my whole soul to receive thee ; would that I 
could receive thee more worthily than I do ! Indeed, 
I do confess my extreme unworthiness, but, since thou 
overlookest this in thy mercy, I can only thank thee 
again and again. Blessed be God ! Blessed be Jesus, 
the Son of God ! I thank thee, I bless thee, my soul 
doth magnify thee. Come, then, O sweet Jesus, come 
into my heart, and fill it with thy holy love, and grant 
that I may love but thee, O Jesus, my God, and yet 
my brother. 

[Repeat these acts if you have time, over and over 
again, slowly going through them, thinking on each 
sentiment they contain, and try to make it your 
own. If, however, you feel cold or hard-hearted, 
then beg, by short ejaculatory prayers to the B. 
Mother of God, to St. Joseph, to your good angel 
guardian, to all the saints, that they may pray for you 
and assist you. Then offer to Jesus their adorations, 
humility, and love, in place of your own. Thus pre- 
pared, receive the most Blessed Sacrament, it is need- 
less to say how reverently, for reverence will spring na- 
turally, as it were, from this preparation.] 

AFTER COMMUNION. 

[Remain for some time reflecting on the great 
mystery of love contained in the most holy Sacra- 
ment. Renew your acts of faith, humility, and love ; 
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beg the graces the Holy Spirit will inspire you to ask, 
for yourself, the Church, your friends, and others. 
At least a quarter of an hour should be spent in 
thanksgiving. To aid those who cannot think for so 
long together, we give the following prayers of thanks- 
giving.] 

PRAYERS AFTER COMMUNION. 

I return thee thanks, O eternal Father, for having, 
out of thy pure mercy, without any desert of mine, 
been pleased to feed my soul with the body and blood 
of thy only Son ; and beseech thee, that this holy 
communion may not be to my condemnation, but 
available to the effectual remission of all my sins. 
May it strengthen my faith, encourage me in the 
practice of good works, deliver me from my vicious 
customs ; remove from me all concupiscence ; perfect 
me in charity, patience, humility, obedience, and all 
other virtues. May it secure me against all the 
snares of my enemies, visible and invisible ; mo- 
derate my inclinations, both carnal and spiritual ; 
closely unite me to thee, the only true God ; and 
finally settle me in unchangeable bliss, by admitting 
me, though an unworthy sinner, to be a guest at that 
divine banquet, where thou, with the Son and the 
Holy Ghost, art the true light, eternal fulness, ever- 
lasting joy, and perfect happiness of all the saints : 
through the same Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

AN ACT OF PRAISE AND ADORATION. 

I praise and glorify thy blessed name, O my God, 
for the many favours thou hast now bestowed on me, 
and for all the blessings wherewith thou hast en- 
riched my soul, after the many miseries and wants I 
have suffered, when, by my pleasures and passions, 
I had departed from thee ! Alas ! was not I most 
miserably blind, to expect content and happiness, 
when by my folly, neglect, and indevotion, I removed 
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myself at a distance from thee? But such was thy 
goodness as to withdraw me from the precipice 
whither I was running; enlightening me by the 
inspirations of thy grace, and inviting me to return. 
Thou hast pardoned all my sins; and to crown 
all these favours thou hast now come to visit 
me, that thou mightest for ever abide in me, and I in 
thee. O my God, be thou for ever blessed for all 
these infinite mercies. Bless the Lord, my soul, and 
let all that is within me praise and magnify his holy 
name. Bless the Lord, and see that thou dost not for- 
get the favours he has done thee. He has pardoned 
thee all thy offences, and cured thy infirmities. He 
has preserved thee from death, and crowned thee with 
the effects of his bounty. He has satisfied thy 
hunger with good things, and replenished thee with 
all the blessings thou couldst desire. And oughtest 
thou not to resolve on a change of life, and, renewing 
thy forces, to grow young like the eagle in his service ? 
Let thy grace, then, O Lord, be ever at hand 
to assist me ; for the experience of my own 
weakness makes me fearful : and, if thou support me 
not, I most certainly shall fall again. Be thou, there- 
fore, my shield and defence. Grant me a firm and 
constant faith ; and strengthen it, not only with respect 
to this mystery, but all other Christian truths and 
principles of eternal life ; that by the help thereof, 
I may overcome all such difficulties as I may have to 
encounter in my journey to that state of bliss for 
which I was created ; as it is by such a faith, those 
who for my example have gone before me have tri- 
umphed over their enemies, done justice, and obtained 
thy promises. 

AN ACT OF HOPE. 

I adore thy infinite greatness, O Divine Majesty, 
who fillest both Heaven and Earth, and art adored by 

F 
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all the blessed spirits, angels, and saints, who, without 
ceasing, praise and cry out before thee, " Holy, holy, 
holy, Lord God of Sabaoth !" Is it possible thou 
shouldst condescend to visit the most unworthy of all 
thy servants, and desire to dwell within him? If the 
heavens — nay, the heaven of heavens — cannot contain 
thee, how much less this habitation which I have pre- 
pared for thy reception ? But thy goodness, O great 
God, knows well how to humble itself, when it is for 
our good. Thou knowest how to conceal the dazzling 
splendour of thy glory, and condescend to our 
weak capacity, that so thou mayst communicate thy- 
self to us the more freely. This thou didst, not only 
at the time of thy adorable incarnation, when thou 
didst make thyself like to us, the more forcibly to attract 
our love to thee ; but also when thou didst institute 
this mystery, wherein thou gavest thyself to us for the 
food and nourishment of our souls, the more closely 
to unite us to thyself, and make us aspire to that 
celestial banquet thou hast prepared for the blessed in 
heaven. O God, grant me the grace so eagerly to 
long after this eternal banquet, that the desire of here- 
after enjoying it may make me despise all the goods 
and treasures of this life, and labour incessantly to 
prepare myself, till I am happily admitted amongst 
thy guests. There is one resolution which I here 
make in thy presence, viz., to renounce whatso- 
ever my irregular and corrupt affections incline me to ; 
for they often press me to forsake the way of thy 
commandments, and put me in danger of forfeiting 
my title to eternal happiness ; but, behold, I now 
desire to wean my heart from them entirely, that I 
may place my whole love and confidence in thee 
alone. For this end, I am firmly resolved to watch over 
all my actions, to flee from sin, and to avoid whatever 
may be displeasing to thee. I will labour to work 
out my salvation by observing thy precepts ; and as 
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I have resolved, so I hope to be faithful to thee; 
but this resolution I acknowledge myself unable to 
keep, without the help of thy grace, which I most 
humbly implore. O Jesus, save me ; conduct me 
through the ways of thy commandments, in which I 
now begin to walk with courage and perseverance; 
incline my heart to love thy divine truths ; divert my 
eyes from beholding vain objects ; enliven and 
strengthen me in the paths of virtue and good works, 
and attract me so powerfully to thyself, that I may 
follow thee to heaven, where thou livest and reignest 
for all eternity. 

AN ACT OF LOVE. 
O my God, what return can I make for so signal a 
favour, or what shall I do to acknowledge it as much 
as it deserves ? Is it possible I should not continually 
love thee, after such manifest proofs of thy love? 
Thou hast loved me to such an excess as to lay down 
thy life for my sake, and shall I not make so small a 
return to such boundless love, as to live only for thee? 
Thou hast communicated thyself at present entirely 
to me ; and shall not I henceforth remain wholly 
thine ? Permit me not, O God, to be ungrateful, or in- 
sensible of thy love and my own salvation : I protest, 
therefore, in thy presence, that I will for the future be 
faithful to thee, and never depart from thee by the 
least disobedience to thy law. I will never forget thy 
bounty, nor the favour thou hast done me in admitting 
me to partake of thy mercy. I will love thee with 
my whole heart, for thou, O Lord, art my strength, 
my support, my refuge, and deliverer — nay, my God 
and my all. What is there in heaven or on earth I 
should love in preference to thee, the God of my heart, 
the inheritance and only happiness I pretend to ? Of 
thee I have made choice, and nothing shall prevail on 
me to change. 
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The object of this devotion is the human Heart of 
Jesus, the Son of God. The heart speaks especially 
of love ; so, too, does the Sacred human Heart of 
Jesus. The particular intention of this devotion is to 
repair the outrages committed against our Lord, par- 
ticularly in the most adorable Sacrament of the Altar. 
Hence we give the following 

ACT OF REPARATION TO THE SACRED HEART OF 
JESUS. 

O divine Jesus, God of infinite Majesty, with most 
profound reverence, in union with all the powers of 
Heaven, we adore thee here really present under the 
appearance of Bread. But how is this ? The God of 
Heaven and Earth lies hidden here ! O wonderful 
mystery ! And why art thou here, O jny God ? 
Couldst thou gain anything by this annihilation ? 
Nothing, surely, thou who possessest all things, 
O God, immense, omnipotent, infinite ! And why 
livest thou day and night in this most humble 
dwelling, in this nothingness ? Can it be that, because 
thou lovest us, thou art here? Yes, this is true. O 
wonderful mystery which our faith reveals ! Blessed 
be God, blessed be the Son of God, for this miracle 
of love, of all miracles the most stupendous. O how 
can we thank thee, O good Jesus ? No ; tongae can- 
not praise thee as thou deservest ; then, let us enlist 
all tongues to proclaim our gratitude. O yes, let all 
tongues praise thee ; let all tongues magnify thee, 
O Son of God, splendour of God's substance, infinitely 
to be loved. 
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But, alas ! all men do not pay thee this homage to 
which thou hast claims really infinite. Some, nay, 
many, treat thee, O God of Love, with coldness. O 
dost thou, who hast loved us so dearly, deserve this ? 
Thou wast born for us in a stable ; thou didst live for 
us in poverty and obedience ; thou didst shed every 
drop of thy adorable blood in torture, in infamy, on 
the hideous cross to save us ; and yet, not content — 
and who could do more than give his life for us ? — 
thou wouldst not leave us, thou wouldst still be with 
us, and walk with us, and see us ; thou hast invented 
this compendium of all thy love, and art for ever here 
in this most holy, most Blessed Sacrament. Surely, 
•oldness is an outrage after love so great, so incom- 
prehensible, so infinite. But, sad thought ! men out- 
rage thy love, not merely by coldness, they outrage it 
by crime, even the awful crime of sacrilege. Many 
trample on thee in the Blessed Eucharist. Judas meets 
thy love at every step. O good Jesus, our God and 
our all, and can we do nothing ? Indeed, it is but too 
true, we can do nothing ; yet, thanks infinite and 
eternal to thy holy and inventive love, thou wilt accept 
our love and fervour as some reparation ; thou wilt 
arrest for them the sacrilege before it is committed ; 
thou art even pleased and consoled by them. What 
a joy for us that we can console thee, O divine Heart 
of Jesus ! With all the fervour of our souls, then ; 
with all the love We can command ; with all the fer- 
vour and love of the thrones and powers, of the 
cherubim and burning seraphim ; with all the fervour 
and love of thy own Most Blessed Virgin Mother, 
Mary, we prostrate ourselves before thee in profoundest 
adoration, and we here offer thee, in the face of the 
world, all their faith, reverence, fervour, and love, as 
ours, and as some little reparation of the outrages 
which we have ourselves hitherto committed, and 
which thy enemies constantly offer thee throughout 
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the world. We confess, indeed, with the greatest 
sorrow, that we, too, have treated thee with coldness 
and want of love. O good Jesus, with our whole 
heart we wish to remove this ; to outrage thee no 
longer; grant us, then, O most loving Heart, that 
our hearts may be entirely filled with thy love, 
so that no other love can enter them or take the 
smallest share of them. Bless us, then, O most 
Sacred Heart ; bless us with thy holy love. Take, 
O Sacred Heart, our whole being, for all we have is 
thine. Do with it as thou pleasest, but accept our 
little offering of love as some reparation of the sins of 
men against thee ; teach us, too, ever so to love thee, 
as to repair by our fervour the ingratitude of others. 
Grant us, O sweet Heart of Jesus, this favour, and we 
are indeed content. Amen. 
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Few practices of devotion are more earnestly recom- 
mended by the saints than visits to our Lord in the 
most Adorable Sacrament. All who wish to advance 
in virtue, should give, every day, a quarter of an hour 
at least to this most saving practice. We give the 
prayer before the Visits, composed by St. Liguori :—- 

VISIT TO THE MOST HOLY SACRAMENT. 

O my Lord Jesus Christ, who, through thy love for 
mankind, dost remain day and night in this Sacrament, 
all full of tenderness and love, expecting, inviting, and 
receiving all who come to visit thee ; I believe that 
thou art present in the Sacrament of the Altar ; from 
the abyss of my nothingness I adore thee, and give 
thee thanks for all the benefits which thou hast con- 
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ferred on me, and particularly that thou hast given 
thyself to me in this Sacrament, and thy most holy 
Mother, Mary, to be my advocate ; and also, for hav- 
ing called me to visit thee in this church. I salute 
thy most holy Heart this day, and this homage I 
direct to a threefold end : first, in thanksgiving for 
this great gift; secondly, in reparation of all the 
injuries which thou hast received from thy enemies in 
this Sacrament ; thirdly, I intend by this visit to adore 
thee in all those places throughout the world where 
thou art least honoured and most neglected in this 
Sacrament. O my Jesus, with my whole heart I love 
thee ! I regret that I have so often grieved thy infinite 
goodness. I propose for the future, with the assistance 
of thy grace, never more to offend thee. And, as to 
the present, miserable though I am, I consecrate 
-myself wholly to thee ; I give and make over to thee 
my entire will, my affections, desires, all that I 
am. Henceforth, do with me and all that is mine 
whatever it shall please thee. One thing I ask of 
thee, one thing I desire, thy holy love, final perse- 
verance, and the perfect accomplishment of thy holy 
will. I commend to thee the souls in purgatory; 
those especially who have been more devout towards 
this Most Holy Sacrament and the Most Blessed 
Virgin Mary. I also commend to thee all poor sinners. 
In fine, O my dear Saviour, I unite all my affections 
to the affections of thy most loving Heart, and, thus 
united, I offer them to thy Eternal Father, and beseech 
Him in thy name, for the love of thee, to graciously 
accept them. 

THE ANIMA CHRISTI. 300 days. 
Soul of Christ, sanctify me. 
Body of Christ, sav^ne. 
Blood of Christ, inebriate me. 
Water from the side of Christ, wash me, 
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Passion of CRrist, strengthen me. 

O good Jesus, hear me. 

Hide me within thy wounds. 

Suffer me not to be separated from thee. 

Defend me from the malignant enemy. 

In the hour of my death call me, and bid me come 
to thee, that with thy angels and saints I may praise 
thee for aU eternity. 

THE WAY OF THE CROSS. 

[Immense Indulgences are granted to this holy 
exercise. The following method of performing it is 
taken from the " Little Crown of Jesus." ^ However, 
to gain the Indulgences, no form of prayer is required. 
It is enough to meditate for a short time before each 
Station of the Passion, and to move from station to 
station when that is possible.] 

STATIONS OF THE CROSS. 

FIRST STATION — JESUS IS CONDEMNED TO DEATH. 

V. We adore thee, O Lord Jesus Christ, and bless 
thee. 

R. Because, by thy holy Cross, thou hast redeemed 
the world. 

Consider how Jesus, after having being scourged 
and crowned with thorns, accepted for our sake his 
unjust condemnation by Pilate to die on the Cross. 

O adorable Jesus, it was not Pilate ; no, it was my 
sins that condemned thee to die. I beseech thee, by 
the merits of this sorrowful journey, to assist my soul 
in her journey towards eternity. I love thee, my be- 
loved Jesus ; 1 love thee more than myself. 
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ACT OF CONTRITION TO BE SAID ALONG WITH THE 
PRIEST. 

I repent with my whole heart of having offended 
thee. Never permit me to separate myself from thee 
again. Grant that I may love thee always ; and then 
do with me what thou wilt. Amen. 

PATER. AVE. GLORIA. 

V. Jesus, for love of me thou goest to Calvary. 
R. O grant that I may live, suffer, and die with 
thee. 

SECOND STATION. — JESUS IS MADE TO BEAR HIS 
CROSS. 

V. We adore thee, &c. [as before.] 

Consider how Jesus, in making this journey with 
the Cross on his shoulders, thought of us, and offered 
for us, to his Father, the death he was about to 
undergo. 

My most beloved Jesus ! I embrace all the tribula- 
tions thou hast destined for me until death. I beseech 
thee, by the merits of the pain thou didst suffer in 
carrying thy cross, to give me the necessary help to 
carry mine with perfect patience and resignation. I 
love thee, Jesus, my love, above all things. I re- 
pent, &c [as at end of First Station.] 

THIRD STATION.— JESUS FALLS THE FIRST TIME 
UNDER HIS CROSS. 

V. We adore thee, &c. [as before.] 

Consider this first fall of Jesus under his Cross. 
His flesh was torn by the scourges, his head crowned 
with thorns, and he had lost a great quantity of blood. 
He was so weakened he could scarcely walk, and yet 
he had to carry this great load upon his shoulders. 
The soldiers struck him rudely, and thus he fell 
several times. All this he suffered for us. 
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My Jesus, it4fe not the weight of the Cross, but of my 
sins, which has made thee suffer so much pain. Ah, 
by the merits of this first fall, deliver me from the 
misery of falling into mortal sin. I love thee, O my 
Jesus. I repent, &c. [as before.] 

FOURTH STATION.— JESUS MEETS HIS AFFLICTED 
MOTHER. 

V. We adore thee, &c. [as before.] 

Consider the meeting of the Son and the Mother, 
which took place on this journey. Their looks be- 
came as so many arrows to wound those hearts which 
loved each other so tenderly. This Jesus suffers for us. 

My sweet Jesus, by the sorrow thou didst experience 
in this meeting, grant me the grace of a truly devoted 
love for thy most holy Mother. And thou, my Queen, 
who wast overwhelmed with sorrow, obtain for me by 
thy intercession a continual and tender remembrance 
of the passion of thy Son. I love thee, Jesus, my 
love, above all things. I repent, &c. [as before.] 

FIFTH STATION.— THE CYRENIAN HELPS JESUS TO 
CARRY HIS CROSS. 

V. We adore thee, &c. [as before.] 

Consider how the Jews, fearing that at each step 
Jesus would expire, and die on the way, when they 
wished him to die the ignominious death of the Cross, 
constrained Simon the Cyrenian to carry the Cross 
behind our Lord. In all this Jesus thinks of me. 

My most beloved Jesus, I will not refuse the Cross 
as the Cyrenian did ; I accept it, I embrace it. I 
accept in particular the death thou hast destined for 
me, with all the pains which may accompany it ; I 
unite it to thy death, I offer it to thee. Thou hast 
died for love of me; I will die for love of thee. 
Help me by thy grace. I love thee, Jesus, my love, 
above all things. I repent, &c. [as before.] 
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SIXTH STATION. — VERONICA WIPES 'THE* FACE OF 
JESUS. 

V. We adore thee, &c. [as before.] 

Consider how the holy woman named Veronica, 
seeing Jesus so ill-used, and his face bathed in sweat 
and blood, presented him with a towel, with which he 
wiped his adorable face, leaving on it the impression 
of his countenance. 

My most beloved Jesus, thy face was beautiful be- 
fore, but in this journey it has lost all its beauty, and 
wounds and blood have disfigured it. My soul also 
was once beautiful, when it received thy grace in 
baptism ; but alas, I have disfigured it since by my 
sins. Thou alone, my Redeemer, canst restore it to 
its former beauty. Do this by thy passion, O Jesus. 
I repent, &c. [as before.] 

SEVENTH STATION.— JESUS FALLS THE SECOND TIME. 

V. We adore thee, &c. [as before.] 

Consider the second fall of Jesus under the Cross ; 
a fall which renews the pain of all the wounds of his 
head and members. For me he suffers. 

My most sweet Jesus, how many times thou hast 
pardoned me, and how many times have I fallen 
again, and begun again to offend thee 1 Oh I by the 
merits of this second fall, give me the necessary helps 
to persevere in thy grace until death. Grant that in 
all temptations which assail me, I may always commend 
myself to thee. I love thee, Jesus, my love, above all 
things. I repent, &c. [as before.] 

EIGHTH STATION.— JESUS SPEAKS TO THE 
DAUGHTERS OF JERUSALEM. 

V. We adore thee, &c. [as before.] 
Consider how those women wept with compassion 
at seeing Jesus in such a pitiable state, streaming with 
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blood, as he walked along. " Daughters of Jerusa- 
lem," said he, "weep not over me, but weep for 
yourselves and for your children."

* By the devout recital of this prayer for the above space of 
time, we may mercifully hope to obtain our lawful reguest It 
is particularly recommended as a proper devotion for every 
day in Lent, and all Fridays throughout the year. 

Ever glorious and blessed Mary, queen of virgins, 
mother of mercy, hope and comfort of dejected and 
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desolate souls, through that sword of sorrow which 
pierced thy tender heart, whilst thine only Son, Christ 
Jesus our Lord, suffered death and ignominy on the 
cross ; through that filial tenderness and pure love 
he had for thee, grieving in thy sorrows, whilst from 
his cross he recommended thee to the care and protec- 
tion of his beloved disciple, St. John ; take pity, I 
beseech thee, on my poverty and necessities; have 
compassion on my anxieties and cares ; assist and 
comfort me in all my infirmities and miseries. Thou 
art the mother of mercies, the sweet consolatrix and 
refuge of the needy and the orphan, of the desolate and 
the afflicted. Cast, therefore, an eye of pity on a 
miserable forlorn child of Eve, and hear my prayer, 
for since, in just punishment of my sins, I find myself 
encompassed by a multitude of evils, and oppressed 
with much anguish of spirit, whither can I fly for more 
secure shelter, O amiable Mother of my Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, than under the wings of thy 
maternal protection? Attend, therefore, I beseech 
thee, with an ear of pity and compassion to my hum- 
ble and earnest request. I ask it through the bowels 
of mercy of thy dear Son, through that love and con- 
descension wherewith he embraced our nature, when, 
in compliance with the divine will, thou gavest thy 
consent ; and whom, after the expiration of nine 
months, thou didst bring forth from thy chaste womb, 
to visit this world and bless it with his presence. I 
ask it through the anguish of mind wherewith thy 
beloved Son, our dear Saviour, was overwhelmed on 
Mount Olivet, when he besought his eternal Father to 
remove from him, if possible, the bitiei' chalice of his 
future passion. I ask it through the threefold repeti- 
tion of his prayer in the garden, from whence after- 
wards, with dolorous steps and mournful tears, thou 
didst accompany him to the doleful theatre of his 
death and sufferings. I ask it through the welts and 
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sores of his virginal flesh, occasioned by the cords and 
whips wherewith he was bound and scourged, when 
stripped of his seamless garment, for which his execu- 
tioners afterwards cast lots. I ask it through the 
scoffs and ignominies by which he was insulted, the 
false accusations and unjust sentence by which he 
was condemned to death, and which he bore with 
heavenly patience. I ask it through his bitter tears 
and bloody sweat, his silence and resignation, his 
sadness and grief of heart. I ask it through the blood 
which trickled from his royal and sacred head, when 
struck with the sceptre of a reed, and pierced with 
his crown of thorns. I ask it through the excrucia- 
ting torments he suffered when his hands and feet 
were fastened with gross nails to the tree of the cross. 
I ask it through his vehement thirst and bitter potion 
of vinegar and gall. I ask it through his dereliction 
on the cross, when he exclaimed : " My God ! my 
God ! why hast thou forsaken me ?" I ask it through 
his mercy extended to the repentant thief, and through 
his recommending his precious soul and spirit into the 
hands of his eternal Father before he expired, saying : 
"All is consummated." I ask it through the blood 
mixed with water, which issued from his sacred side 
when pierced with a lance, and whence a flood of 
grace and mercy has flowed to us.

OF THE 

SODALITIES OF THE BLESSED VIRGIN 
MARY. 

(A new translation of the Rules, <5rv., as approved 
by the Very Rev. Fr. Beckx, General of the 
Society of Jesus. 



Chapter I.— Common Rules. 

I. — Since it is the Most Blessed Virgin, Mother of 
God, principal patroness of this Sodality, that is to be 
expected to cherish and protect it — as she is Mother 
of Mercy, loving those that love her, guardian and 
protectress of those who piously and religiously seek 
her aid — it is of the highest importance that the mem- 
bers of the same Sodality should not only greatly 
venerate, and in a very special manner honour her, 
but also seek, by the blameless conduct of their lives, 
to imitate the example of her wonderful virtues, and 
to excite each other to love her. 

The accomplishment of all this will be greatly fad* 
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litated by the observance of the rules which it has 
been thought better to have committed to writing, so 
that, as far as possible, they may be common to all 
the Sodalities in union with that of Rome. 

It is, however, permitted to each Sodality to have, 
beside these rules, others peculiar to itself, such as it 
may consider suited to the various circumstances of 
place and persons. 

II. — The Sodality shall be governed by the Supe- 
rior of the place in which it shall be established, and 
by the Prefect of the Sodality itself, aided by the 
counsel of two assistants. To these shall be added 
twelve Consultors, one of whom shall act as Secretary. 
The number of Consultors may, on account of the 
small number of members, be reduced to six. Besides 
these, other inferior officers shall be elected according 
to the wants of each Sodality. But all shall pay due 
deference, not only to the Director of the Sodality, 
but also to the Prefect and other officers, according to 
the rank of each, and shall obey them in all things 
relating to the Sodality. But when any impediment 
shall occur, they shall, as soon as possible, give no- 
tice to the Director or Prefect, that he may give 
charge of the matter to some other officer or member. 

III. — As the end of this Sodality is virtue and 
Christian piety, to the attainment of which end the 
frequentation of the sacraments is of the greatest 
utility, they who wish to join the Sodality shall, before 
they are received, purify their souls from sin by an 
ordinary or a general confession, as their confessor 
shall judge better in the Lord. Then all the mem- 
bers are to know that they must receive the Sacra- 
ments of Penance and the Blessed Eucharist at least 
once in the month, and also on certain feasts and 
solemnities of our Lord and his Most Blessed Mother. 
However, the principal officers, that is to say, the 
Prefect, Assistant, Secretary, and Consultors should 
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go to Confession, and, unless their Spiritual Father 
judge otherwise, receive the Blessed Eucharist more 
frequently than the other members, who should de- 
rive instruction from their example. 

IV. — As far as possible let an ordinary confessor 
be chosen, who, once that he has been selected by any 
one, must not without good reason, be changed. To 
him let each one unreservedly manifest the state of his 
conscience, and in all things that concern the direction 
of his conscience, let each one allow himself to be 
guided and ruled by him. 

V. — On Sundays and also on holidays of obligation, 
all shall in the morning* be present at the meeting of 
the Sodality, when they shall give about an hour and 
a-half to spiritual exercises, according to the manner 
prescribed by the Director or Prefect. This shall be 
the usual manner of proceeding : They shall begin 
with the reading of some pious book, which shall be 
read until all, or nearly all, the members have assem- 
bled ; then part of the Office of the Blessed Virgin 
shall be sung ; then a brief exhortation on matters 
tending to the spiritual progress of the members shall 

, be given by the Director of the Sodality ; the exhorta- 
tion shall be followed by the Most Holy Sacrifice of 
the Mass, after which, and the recital of the Litanies or 
other prayers, according to the custom of each Sodality, 
the members may go away. But they who have re- 
ceived Holy Communion will spend at least a quarter 
of an hour in thanksgiving. Those Sodalities that 
have the custom of meeting again in the afternoon, 
may, at that time, give half an hour or a little more 
to exercises similar to those of the mornings 

VI. — But since the members of the Sodality should 
make it their principal study to please God, and after 
him the Blessed Virgin, as they are dedicated to her 

*Or in the evening. Besides, the time may be shortened as 
prudence may require. 
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and belong to her by the special titles, the Di- 
rector and Prefect should spare no effort to procure 
the increase and extension of this devotion. They, 
therefore, shall take care that the more solemn feasts 
of our Lord, and of the Virgin Mother of God, be 
celebrated by the members of the Sodality with pecu- 
liar fervour and devotion. This devotion will be in- 
creased if, during the nine days preceding those feasts, 
the members prepare and dispose themselves by some 
special observances, and, above all, by holy medita- 
tions. That this may the more easily be done by 
them, let the points of meditation and the observances 
be prescribed " for each day, and let them, unless the 
expense be considered too great, be placed before the 
members in print, or read at a convenient time in the 
Sodality. 

VII. — Where the custom exists each member shall 
bring to the Sodality a list of the observances he has 
practised during those davs — but without signing his 
name — and shall throw it into a box or urn prepared 
for that purpose ; and these lists, having been reduced 
to order and copied into a book, shall be publicly read, 
instead of the usual exhortation. 

Let them be read, if possible, on the day immedia- 
tely preceding the solemn feast, to the end that all 
may, by the recollection of what they have heard, be 
very much excited to increased fervour and devotion. 
The members must also know that they will render 
themselves very pleasing to the ever Blessed Virgin 
by not only making use of these practices on the 
above-mentioned days, but also by seeking, every day, 
by some pious practice, to render the Mother of God 
propitious to them. 

VIII. — As the reading of pious books is so highly 
approved of by the Holy Fathers, and is so powerful 
a help to spiritual progress, it must, therefore, be 
frequently used by the members of the Sodality. On 
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that account let the Sodality have, if possible, a library 
supplied with such books, and well filled in proportion 
to the number of members, from which they may, with 
permission of the Director, take books to be read after- 
wards at home. Let the person who shall have been ap- 
pointed to this office by the Director distribute the books. 

IX. — Every year the Director shall appoint a time 
during which they shall go through the Spiritual Ex- 
ercises of St. Ignatius. An exact account of them 
shall be set before the members, that they may know 
what is to be done during each hour of the spiritual 
exercises ; and this order all shall with religious dili- 
gence observe. He who gives the spiritual exercise 
to the assembled members should exhort them speci- 
ally to make a good confession. To this end some 
short points of meditation may be proposed to them 
— generally on the use and frequentation of the sacra- 
ments ; on the obligation of each one's state ; on the 
choice of such or such a state in life ; and on other 
similar subjects that may specially at such a time be 
of use to them and assist them. 

The exercises in the Sodality will be gone through 
somewhat in this manner : — They may begin with the 
reading of some book treating of those matters that 
are to form the subject of meditation. After the 
reading, he who gives the exercises shall propose an 
examen on the matters mentioned above. The ex- 
amen shall be followed by the proposing of the medi- 
tation, after which all shall be present at the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass; then, after the psalm "Mise- 
rere " shall have been sung, but in a low voice, and 
with such inflections of tone as may tend to produce 
compunction, all the members may retire. 

Nearly the same order of exercises shall be followed 
in the afternoon. The time of Lent, unless the Direc- 
tor of the Sodality should judge otherwise, seems to be 
the time specially suited to these exercises.

Three or four, or even a greater number of days, 
according as the Director shall have decided, having 
been thus spent, all shall on the following morning 
be present at the meeting of the Sodality, and receive 
together the Most Holy Body of Christ ; and let all 
the members take care that not even the least particle 
of that time, so specially acceptable, be wasted through 
fault of theirs. Let them reconsider at home what 
they have heard in the Sodality, and let them give 
much more time to reading and meditation than they 
are accustomed to do at other times when not engaged 
in the spiritual exercises. 

X. — The greatest care must also be taken that the 
meetings of the Sodality be not omitted for any slight 
cause. But, if anything should occur on account of 
which it may seem that on that day the meeting 
should not take place, it shall be the province of the 
Director to decide on the sufficiency of the cause, and 
he, having examined the matter in the Lord, and 
having attentively considered it, shall decide as to 
him shall seem most expedient. 

The days on which the meetings of the Sodality 
usually take place are nearly all Sundays, solemn 
feasts of the Nativity of Christ our Lord, the Circum- 
cision, the Ascension, Pentecost, Corpus Christi ; all 
feasts of the most Blessed Virgin that are of obligation, 
and the feasts of the Apostles ; beside these, the feasts 
of St. Joseph, the Nativity of St. John the Baptist, 
the feasts of St. Lawrence and of St. Aloysius. On 
these days the meeting is never omitted, unless, per- 
haps, on Christmas-day and Corpus Christi. 

XI. — They who, on the days and at the times ap- 
pointed for meeting, shall have been absent, must, as 
soon as possible, explain the cause of their absence to 
the Director, who is to judge whether the cause be 
sufficient or not ; and, if he finds them to have been 
in fault, he may admonish them as shall seem good to 
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him; and, for such absence, or for other defects, he may 
for a certain time prohibit their attendance at meet- 
ings, as shall be judged most conducive to the good of 
the Sodality and the glory of our Lord ; and, that the 
absence of any person may the more certainly and 
readily be known, the Sodality shall keep a book for 
the purpose, and in it the days during that year on 
which meetings are to take . place, and the name 
of the members shall be so written, that the absence 
of any one may easily be marked ; though all should 
have so great a devotion to the Blessed Virgin, and 
so great a care of their own spiritual progress, as to 
have little need of these or similar, inducements. 

XII. — In festivals and ceremonies, if any should 
take place during the year, as also in incurring any 
other expenses on what occasion soever, each Soda- 
lity must take into account the position of its members, 
and carefully examine what should be done. Those 
that are less wealthy cannot bear these expenses ; the 
more wealthy too often aim at empty show. Let 
them therefore not be excessive in such expenditure, 
which often absorbs and consumes an amount of money 
that might have been much better laid out on things 
more conducive to the greater glory of God and of his 
Blessed Mother. 

Wherefore, let each Sodality, amongst other regula- 
tions, decide, with the advice and approval of the 
Director, what it can and ought to do in this matter ; 
taking into account especially those expenses, that for 
the greater progress of the members in spirit and de- 
votion are more earnestly recommended in these con- 
stitutions. 

XIII. — Every morning, after rising and giving 
thanks to God for all the benefits received from His 
Sovereign Majesty, as well for general blessings as for 
great and special favours, and particularly for those of 
the night just past, let them make first, Acts of Faith, 
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Hope and Charity ; then, let them say three times the 
" Lord's Prayer" and the "Hail, Mary," in honour 
of the Most Holy Trinity, and once " The Apostles' 
Creed" and the "Hail, Holy Queen," beside the 
other prayers that each by the advice of his confessor 
usually says. 

Nor should they be content with these prayers only, 
but let every one take care to give at least a quarter of 
an hour to mental prayer or meditation, and, if pos- 
sible, to be present every day at the Sacrifice of the 
Mass. At night, before retiring to rest, let them 
again, for about a quarter of an hour, carefully ex- 
amine their conscience, and make acts of sorrow and 
contrition for all their sins — but especially for those 
they may find themselves to have been guilty of that 
day; after which they shall say the "Our Father" 
and "Hail, Mary," and the psalm "De Profundis" 
once, for the souls of the faithtul departed. 

XIV. — All the members are exhorted, as they pro- 
fess greater perfection than others, to show greater 
earnestness too in pious and Christian practices ; as, 
for instance, to confess their sins more frequently ; to 
approach oftener the Holy Eucharist ; to recite the 
Office and the Rosary of the Blessed Virgin ; also, to 
visit prisons, if the circumstances of the place and 
persons make it practicable ; sometimes to visit hospi- 
tals, and especially on the days preceding some great 
feast of our Lord or of the Blessed Virgin. These 
and similar works of piety they may undertake, and 
in these each member, according to his position and 
devotion, may be exercised, or the whole Sodality 
collectively, as shall have been arranged and advised 
by him who directs it. 

XV. — If any of the members be dangerously sick, 
the Director and Prefect shall take care that he be 
visited and strengthened by the reception of the Holy 
Sacraments of the Church; and all shall in their

prayers recommend him to the Lord. In case of his 
death, if that praiseworthy custom of attending the 
funeral of members exist in the Sodality, let them not 
neglect giving this example of Christian piety. Then, 
on the first convenient day, the Office of the Dead shall 
be recited for him, either by all assembled at the 
meeting of the Sodality, or, at least, each one shall 
recite it in private. Every day during the octave, 
each member shall recite for him the psalm " De Pro- 
fundis," with the Prayer for the Dead. Finally, the 
whole Sodality shall have the Sacrifice of the Mass 
offered up for him once at the altar of the Sodality, 
which, for the dead of the Sodality, is a privileged 
one. 

XVI. — If it should ever happen that anyone has 
to leave the Sodality to make a journey, let him give 
information of it to the Director and Prefect, and ask 
them for letters-patent, so that he may be received as 
a member of the Sodalities that may exist in the place 
to which he goes ; and since, even during his absence, 
he is a sharer in the merits of the Sodality, it is 
becoming that he should occasionally give the others 
news of himself and of all that concerns him, writing to 
the Prefect and recommending himself to the prayers 
of the members. But wherever he may be, let him 
take care to show himself a true child of the Sodality, 
and endeavour, by the blamelessness of his conduct 
and the example of his life, to edify all and lead them 
to virtue. 

XVII. — Let them all love one another with true 
and sincere charity, and be careful to preserve peace 
and fraternal concord, and, day after day, to advance 
in the practice of true and Christian virtue. 

They will be greatly assisted to the attainment of 
this end by frequenting the meetings of the Sodality ; 
by not neglecting its pious exercises ; by often seeking 
the society of those whose conversation may be useful; 
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by avoiding bad company, and all occasions that might 
in any way be injurious, as, for example, plays, quar- 
rels, strifes, murmurs, and other things of the kind 
that would injure the good name and reputation of 
the Sodality. Let them, on the contrary, try so to bear 
themselves on all occasions as to be thought worthy of 
bein^ under the special protection of the Most Blessed 
Virgin. 

XVIII. — That these Laws and Constitutions may 
the more easily be kept, let them be publicly read at 
the meeting of the Sodality, when the names of the 
new | Prefect and other officers shall be announced. 
Let every one endeavour to obey them with all pos- 
sible diligente. Beside these laws, let each observe 
also all the customs of his own Sodality ; and let the 
officers read more frequently the peculiar duties of 
their 'charges, that they may with greater diligence 
fulfil them. 



CHAPTER II. 

Op the Manner of Admitting Members into 
the Sodality. 

I. — Let him that desires to enter the Sodality, ap- 
ply to the Director and Prefect, and when they have 
made sufficient enquiries about him, and have obtained 
information as to his age, profession, virtue, and other 
qualities, the Prefect shall refer the matter to the 
meeting of the twelve or six Consultors, that the appli- 
cant may be allowed to attend meetings for a certain 
time to serve as a probation, as shall be explained. 
During this time, he shall have leave to attend the 
spiritual exercises of the Sodality, but shall not be 
allowed to be present at the deliberations and consul- 
tations ; and, in the meantime, he shall sit apart from 
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the others, according as the nature of the place may 
render practicable. 

II. — When any applicant shall have been ap- 
proved of, but not yet received, the Director and Pre- 
fect shall give him m charge to one of the members of 
exemplary virtue, whose care it shall be, during the 
time of probation (which shall last two or three months, 
according to the qualifications of the person), to in- 
struct him in the Constitutions and Rules, and other 
customs of the Sodality, and to solve any difficulties 
that may occur to him, so that, fully understanding 
everything, he may obtain the object of his desires ; 
and when the time for admitting him is at hand, in 
order that he may, according to the privileges and 
favours granted to the Sodality, gain the plenary in- 
dulgence on the day of his enrolment as a member, 
let him that has charge of the applicant give him 
notice to prepare himself for the reception of the Most 
Holy Sacrament of the Eucharist that day, so that he 
may be made partaker of so great a treasure. 

III. — But before any one is admitted into the body 
of the Sodality, let his case be again referred to the 
meetingof the twelve or six Consultors, that from them, 
and particularly from the person to whose care he was 
entrusted, it may be known, how well he has con- 
ducted himself up to the time appointed. If it should 
be discovered that, during ,the time of probation, he 
has not entirely satisfied the expectations that were 
entertained, it shall be the business of the above- 
mentioned meeting to determine, by majority of votes, 
whether he shall be rejected or whether his time of 
probation shall be prolonged. 

But, if he has given good proof of his character 
and virtue, he shall be received with the form and 
ceremony hereinafter described, provided that the 
Director gives his consent, without whose knowledge 
and counsel nothing shall be valid.

Of the Confirmation or Reception of the 
Members of the Sodality. 

I.— -Festivals of the Blessed Virgin Mary seem to 
be the days best suited for the reception of new mem- 
bers, especially the three feasts of the Annunciation, 
the Assumption, and the Immaculate Conception of 
the Blessed Virgin. On these days, therefore, shall 
they be received into the Sodality. They that are to 
be admitted, shall first place themselves before the 
altar of the Blessed Virgin, and kneeling there shall 
pray for a short time, earnestly beseeching this kindest 
of Mothers not to disdain to receive them into the 
number of her children. Then, he, to whose care, as 
we have said, they shall have been committed during 
the time of probation, shall read the form of reception 
aloud, pausing occasionally, so that they who are to 
be received may easily follow him, and pronounce the 
same form together with him. 

This shall be the form of reception: 



II. — O Mary, Most Blessed Virgin and Mother of 
God, I [N.N.], though most unworthy to serve thee, 
moved, nevertheless, by thy admirable piety, and im- 
pelled by the desire of serving thee, do, this day, in 
presence of my guardian angel and of the whole court 
of heaven, choose thee for my Sovereign, my Advo- 
cate, and my Mother ; and I firmly purpose hence- 
forward ever to serve thee, and, as far as in me lies, 
to procure that thou mayest be faithfully served by all 
others. I pray thee, therefore, and beseech thee, O 
Most Merciful Mother, by the bipod of Jesus Christ

CHAPTER III.

receive me into the 
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Assist me in all my actions, and obtain grace for me, 
that I may so conduct myself in word and deed, and 
thought, as never to be displeasing in thy sight, or in 
that of thy most Holy Son. Remember me, and 
desert me not at the hour of my death. Amen. 

III. — After the reading of this form let all rise, 
and let them be led to the Director by the Master of 
Novices, who shall declare to them that they are re- 
ceived into the Sodality, in token of which he himself 
shall embrace them, and admit them in the name of 
the whole Sodality. The Father Director likewise 
shall receive them as his children, and, embracing them, 
shall briefly exhort them to obey the Laws and Con- 
stitutions of the Sodality, and to venerate and be de- 
voted to the Blessed Virgin, to whose protection they 
have that day specially committed themselves. Let 
him also give them the book containing the Rules of 
the Sodality, which they are to keep, and from time 
to time to read at home, that they may the more easily 
observe them. Then they shall be led in the same 
manner to the Prefect, who shall as briefly as possible 
exhort them to the things already mentioned, After 
this, some short prayers shall be recited as a thanks- 
giving, according to the particular custom of each 
Sodality. 



CHAPTER IV. 
Of the Manner of Electing the Prefect 

AND THE OTHER OFFICERS. 

I. — The Prefect and other officers shall be elected 
once, or at most twice, a year on the principal feasts 
of the Blessed Virgin. The Director of the Sodality, 
the Prefect, Assistants, Consultors, and Secretary, shall 
meet, and after having recited the " Veni Creator," 
with the usual prayers, and taken the votes, they shall 
select out of the whole Sodality three eminent among 
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the others for the example of their virtues and their 
reputation for goodness. Then, let these be pro- 
posed to the whole Sodality ; he that shall obtain the 
greater number of votes shall be declared Prefect, the 
others shall be declared First and Second Assistants, 
according to the number of votes given for each. The 
Director of the Sodality and the Prefect shall take the 
votes. In a similar manner shall the Consultors and 
Secretary be chosen, but they shall not be proposed to 
the general meeting of the Sodality. 

II. — The Treasurer, Sacristan, Porter, and other 
inferior officers that may be required, according to 
the custom of each Sodality, may be selected by the 
Director and Prefect, together with the Assistants and 
Secretary, regard being had to the regularity of their 
attendance and the edification they give. 

At the commencement of each Prefect's term of 
office, all the officers, as well inferior as the superior, 
shall be changed, unless the Director and Prefect 
judge it better to do otherwise, which must not be 
without sufficient cause. 

III. — All the officers of the Sodality, superior and 
inferior, having been elected in this manner, their 
names shall be publicly announced in the Sodality on 
some feast of the Blessed Virgin. For greater devo- 
tion and solemnity the Director of the Sodality may 
confer on each officer the peculiar insignia of his 
charge. The Secretary, therefore, shall read aloud 
the names of the officers, in the order in which they 
shall have been elected, and according to the rank and 
dignity of each. Let him whose nanfe shall be read 
out, go to the Director, and, kneeling before him, 
receive from him the insignia of the office, and let the 
Director exhort him to discharge its duties with all 
becoming care and diligence, and very briefly let him 
explain the nature of the office to which he has been 
appointed. 
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The names of all the officers having been thus an- 
nounced, either the Director of the Sodality or some 
one else, shall address all the members of the Soda- 
lity, and exhort them to regular attendance at the 
meetings, to observance of the rules, to devotion of 
the Blessed Virgin, and love of her, and, above all, to 
the imitation of her virtues. 

IV. — If the Prefect should die, or if, for any other 
cause, it should happen, before half his term of office 
had elapsed, that he could no longer perform its du- 
ties, another, according to the decision of the Direc- 
tor, shall be appointed to take the place of the Prefect 
till a new election can be held. The same shall be 
done in appointing substitutes for the other officers. 



CHAPTER V. 

Of the Order to be observed in 
Consultations. 

For the preservation and increase of the Sodality, 
it seems necessary, not only that the members should 
frequently be assembled for spiritual exercises, but, 
also, that they should sometimes meet to treat of the 
proper administrations of the Sodality ; wherefore, 
let the Director, Prefect, Assistants, Secretary, and 
twelve or six Consultors meet, whenever there shall 
be any necessity for it, at a convenient hour, that they 
may treat of any questions that may arise, and come 
to a decision on them. But, in the consultations, the 
Director shall generally be the person to propose the 
matters to be discussed ; the others shall, in all things, 
pay great deference to his authority, and shall allow 
themselves to be guided by his judgment, though they, 
too, may, with modesty, propose what they may con- 
sider necessary. 

Let them all guard themselves against inordinate 
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affections of the mind, and in giving their opinions 
let them look solely to the glory of God and of His 
Holy Mother, and to the spiritual advancement of the 
Sodality. 

CHAPTER VI. 
Rules of the Prefect of the Sodality. 

I. — As the Prefect takes precedence in rank and office, 
and claims the first place after the Director, so should 
he excel the other members of the Sodality in virtue. 
Wherefore, he should observe, with the greatest dili- 
gence, not only the rules of his own office but also the 
common rules, those especially that relate to the fre- 
quentation of the sacraments, confessing his sins, and 
receiving the Blessed Eucharist more frequently than 
the others ; and he should take care to advance the 
Sodality in the way of virtue and Christian perfection, 
more by example even than by words. 

II. — He must always attend the meetings at the 
times appointed, and should some time beforehand 
carefully prepare all that is required for the usual 
spiritual exercises, as shall have been agreed on 
between him and the Director. But if for some good 
reason he cannot attend, let him as soon as possible 
give notice to the Director, then the First Assistant, 
or in his absence the Second, shall take the Prefect's 
place. 

III. — Although the Prefect has charge of the Soda- 
lity, let him, nevertheless, know that he is subject to 
the Director, by whom he is always to be guided in 
whatever is to be done. Wherefore, he must not 
change or do away with anything whatever, neither 
shall he make any new arrangements without the 
knowledge and approval of the said Director, in order 
that in the Sodality the greater glory of our Lord and 
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of the Virgin Mother of God may be more carefully 

IV. — He shall take care that the common rules 
shall be read in the Sodality, whenever the names of 
a new Prefect and new officers are announced, but, 
above all, let him take care that they be observed by 
all. Let him also seek to make the other officers 
under him, especially the Assistants, the Secretary, 
and the twelve or six Consultors, observe each the 
rules of his own charge. 

Let him also have the names of those members that 
attend the meeting written during the meeting. Let 
him also see that a book be kept containing the names 
of the members, whether present or absent, written 
according to the method already prescribed in the 
nth of the Common Rules; also another book in 
which shall be written the day and year that the va- 
rious officers were appointed ; and a third book in 
which it shall be written on what day and in what year 
each member was received into the Sodality, and also, 
when it can be known, the day of his death. 

V. — When any member is sick, the Prefect shall 
take care to have him visited in the name of the Soda- 
lity, and, if the sickness be considered serious, that 
prayers be offered up to God for him by all. But, if 
there be danger of death, he will see that the sick 
person be strengthened by the reception of the Holy 
Sacraments of the Church ; and, it he die, that the 
appointed prayers be offered up by the members of 
the Sodality for the relief of his soul. 

VI. — He, as well as the Director, must subscribe 
the letters-patent If it should become necessary to 
dismiss any person from the Sodality on account of 
grievous faults, he must do nothing without the know- 
ledge of the Director, or without his counsel and 
approval 
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CHAPTER VII. 
Rules of the Assistants. 

I — The business of the Assistants shall be to advise 
and co-operate with the Prefect in the government of 
the Sodality. Wherefore, there should be no dissen- 
sion between them and him, so that by their unanimity 
affairs shall be better administered. 

II. — They should be present at all the meetings, 
public or private, and, in the absence of the Prefect, 
the First Assistant shall take his place, but if both be 
absent the Second Assistant shall act as Prefect. Let 
them often confer with the Director and Prefect on 
matters concerning the spiritual progress of the Soda- 
lity, which, by word and example, as far as by the 
assistance of divine grace they can do so, they should 
seek to promote. 

CHAPTER VIII. 
Rules of the Secretary of the Sodality. 

I. — The Secretary shall be present at all consulta- 
tions. He shall, in a book kept for the purpose, write 
an account of occurrences of importance, but shall 
first show to the Director and Prefect copies of what 
he is about to write in it. 

II. — In the various books already mentioned, he 
shall write very carefully the matter proper to each. 
He shall make known to no one the arrangenents that 
have been agreed on in the consultations, and he 
should know how to keep silence, as his very name re- 
minds him. 

III. — It shall be his business to write the letters, 
orders, and other usual documents, and also to sign 
them, and seal them with the ordinary seal of the 
Sodality ; acting in all things on the decision of the 
Director and Prefect.

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CHAPTER IX. 

Rules of the Twelve or Six Consultors. 

Let some members of the Sodality be chosen ac- 
cording to the rules for elections. There may be 
twelve when the Sodality has many members, but six 
only when the members are not numerous. 

It shall be their business to assist the Prefect in the 
consultations, and in the administration of the Soda- 
lity, and on that account they should be selected from 
those more advanced in age, and of more tried virtue. 
In giving their opinions, let them always have in view 
the greater glory of God and of His Virgin Mother, 
and the spiritual progress of the Sodality; and let 
them never allow themselves, through want of im- 
partiality, to deviate from what is just. As has 
already been frequently said, let them seek to excel < 
the other members in conduct as they do in rank. 



CHAPTER X. 
Rules of the Master of Novices. 

It shall be the office of the Master of Novices, when 
he gets the order from the Director and Prefect, to 
instruct those who wish to enter the Sodality, ex- 
plaining to them the rules, and teaching them also the 
spiritual customs of the Sodality. But he ought to be 
careful to cherish with the greatest charity, and assist 
with all possible diligence, as well these as all others 
that may be committed to his care. Let him often 
speak about them to the Director and Prefect, to 
whom he shall give his advice as to the best manner 
of directing them in the service of God. Let him 
have a tablet, with the form of receiving new members 
printed or neatly written on it. It shall be his duty to 
place before the altar those who wish to be admitted 
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into the Sodality, to read the form of admission, and 
to lead them to the Director and Prefect. 



CHAPTER XI. 

Rules of the Treasurer. 

The Treasurer shall make no expenditure whatever 
without the order of the Director. Let him keep a 
chest, in which the money of the Sodality shall be 
deposited. The chest must be locked with two diffe- 
rent keys, one of which the Director shall keep, the 
other to be in the hands of the Treasurer, unless it 
shall be otherwise decided ; for it does not seem that 
it should be allowed in those Sodalities that consist of 
young people. Let him also keep a book in which 
the account of receipts and expenditure shall be care- 
fully entered, which he shall produce and show to the 
Father Director as often as he may desire. Let him 
take care not to ask in the name of the Sodality any- 
thing from anyone, either for the ordinary or extraordi- 
nary expenses of the Sodality ; but he must be satis- 
fied with the money given by all the members, according 
to the custom, and the money that each, of his own 
liberality, gives when there is a meeting of the Soda- 
lity. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Rules of the Prefect of the Library of 
Mary. 

The Library of Mary and all the books in it are 
confided to his care. Let him understand how im- 
portant this charge is, and how much in the fulfilment 
of its duties he may serve the other members by his 
diligence, or injure them by his neglect. After the 
meeting he shall give out the books to the members. 
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Let him keep a carefully-written catalogue of all the 
books, and let him place it where it may be seen by 
all, or show it to those who may ask to see it, so that 
each one having read it may get from the Library any 
book he may select. But he shall give no book to 
any one without first seeing that he who gets the book 
shall write on a sheet of paper his own name and sur- 
name, the title of the book, and the day, month, and 
year the book was taken. The Librarian shall keep 
this paper till such time as the other shall return the 
book, and then the paper shall be given to him to 
tear. 

He shall not allow anyone to take home two books 
at the same time, nor shall he allow anyone to keep 
any book during the autumn holidays, but when they 
have been announced, all must bring back to the 
Library any books they have taken out. 



CHAPTER XIII. 
Rules of those that visit the Sick. 

As it would often be impossible for the Prefect to 
visit in person all the members that might be sick, 
especially if it should happen that many fall sick 
at the same time, it is necessary that he should have 
some of the members to aid and assist him in so pious 
and holy a work. Their number shall be fixed by the 
Director, who will select those whom he knows to 
be, on account of their age and piety, better suited for 
this charge. Their business it shall be to visit fre- 
quently the .sick members of the Sodality ; to make 
themselves accurately acquainted with their state, and 
to give the Director and Prefect information of what 
they have learned ; also to pray earnestly to God for 
the sick, and to see that they are assisted by the com- 
mon prayers of the whole Sodality. If the sickness 
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becomes dangerous, let them give notice as soon as 
possible to the Director and Prefect, that they, as their 
office requires of them, may assist the sick person, and 
by all means in their power take care that a member 
of the Sodality dangerously sick do not die without 
being strengthened by the sacraments of the Church. 
It will be useful not only frequently to visit the sick 
when they are confined to bed, but also to bear 
them company when they begin to recover, and this 
they should do in such a manner as to console in the 
Lord the sick persons by their spiritual conversation, 
and at the same time to cheer them. 

CHAPTER XIV. 
Rules of the Sacristan. 

There shall be two, three, or four Sacristans, ac- 
cording to the number of the members. They should 
be convinced that in this charge and office they serve 
God, and after him His Virgin Mother ; wherefore, 
let them not think it beneath them to sweep out 
the place of meeting of the Sodality, or to under- 
take the like humble office at the meeting itself. 

Let them be particulaly careful that the vestments 
and everything that is used at the Holy Sacrifice of 
the Mass be properly prepared, and as neat as possible. 
Let a list of all the furniture of the Sodality be written 
in a little book, which those going out of office shall 
hand over to their successors, showing them at the 
same time where each article is to be kept. All 
things belonging to their charge should be becoming and 
properly arranged, and they should have them locked 
up, and the keys should be kept by the Director. 

They should not go out from the meeting without 
cause and express leave of the Director, but should, 
with the others, be present at all the spiritual exer- 
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cises of the Sodality. They should incur no expense 
whatever without the knowledge and advice of the 
Director. Let them not delight in rare and costly de- 
corations, which the Director, in his prudence, shall 
either altogether forbid, or at least so moderate that 
they may be procured with the least possible expense. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Rules of the Reader. 

Let him come to the meeting as early as he can, for 
the meetings must be opened with the reading of some 
pious book. He shall read no book but that ap- 
pointed by the Director. After the announcement of 
the names of the new officers, he shall read those rules 
that are common to all the members. Let him not read 
too fast, but in a loud, distinct and clear voice, paus- 
ing occasionally, so that what he reads may be more 
easily understood, and sink more deeply into the 
minds of those that hear. Wherefore it is necessary 
that he should know well, and have clearly before his 
mind, the great importance of spiritual reading, and 
its great power of producing either amendment of life, 
or in leading those that hear it to the practice of de- 
votion. Beside the readers, let chanters be appointed 
to lead the choir when the members sing the Matins 
of the Blessed Virgin. 

CHAPTER XVI. 
Rules of the Porter. 

He too should come to the meeting as early as pos- 
sible. Let him have either on a tablet or in a book 
the names and surnames of all the members, arranged 
in alphabetical order, so that the name of any member 
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may the more easily be found when necessary. But 
let these names be so arranged that, by the addition 
of some mark, to be selected by the Director, it may 
be indicated who were present, who absent from the 
meeting ; also who approached the Holy Communion, 
and who did not. Let this book be kept with the 
utmost care, wherefore it is not too easily to be given 
ir. charge to any member, but to one whose trust- 
worthiness and virtue are well known to the Director. 
When this book shall be filled, let it be put by and 
preserved in the archives of the Sodality. 



CHAPTER XVII. 

Rules of the other Inferior Officers. 

If Sodalities shall require other such officers, more 
or less numerous, it shall be lawful, according to the 
various duties they have to undertake, to prescribe to 
them rules that they shall have to observe. But let 
nothing be decided unless with the advice and accord- 
ing to the judgment of the Director. Care must also 
be taken that no regulation be made opposed to these 
rules ; but above all that nothing be done but what 
would tend to promote the piety of the members of the 
Sodality, and would be useful to them ; and all regula- 
tions of an opposite tendency should be entirely done 
away with, and considered void and of no effect. 

Formula of Aggregation. 

By this we certify that our beloved brother in Christ

ceived as a member of the Congregation of [N.N.], in

departed members.

Then the Secretary calls forward the candidates in the follow-

For the greater praise and glory of the most Holy 
Trinity, for the honour of the most Blessed Virgin 
Mary, conceived without sin, our Mother and our 
Patron, for the increase of our Sodality, let those per- 
sons who wish to be admitted Sodalists come forward. 

When at the rails, the Prefect presents them to the Celebrant, 
saying : 

Reverend Father, our brothers (sisters) here ardently 
desiring to see increase in themselves and in others 
the devotion to the Blessed Virgin Mary, earnestly 
entreat of you to admit them into our Sodality. 

The Celebrant, then, either reads for the candidates the Act 
of Consecration, p. 219, in such a manner that they may repeat 
the words after him, or allows them to recite it themselves. 
When the Act of Consecration has been recited, he gives a 
medal, already blessed, to each candidate,.saying : —

thirty quarantines ; fifteen years and fifteen quarantines 
on Ash Wednesday and the fourth Sunday in Lent ; 
ten years and ten quarantines on any day in Lent; 
twenty-five years and twenty-five quarantines on Palm 
Sunday; a Plenary Indulgence on Holy Thursday; 
thirty years and thirty quarantines on Good Friday 
and Holy Saturday; a Plenary Indulgence on Easter 
Sunday; and thirty years and thirty quarantines on any 
day within the octave ; the same on St. Mark's day, 
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and the three Rogation days ; a plenary indulgence 
on Ascension Thursday; ten years and ten quarantines 
en the eve of Pentecost, and thirty years and thirty 
quarantines on Pentecost Sunday, or on any day within 
the octave, and ten years and ten quarantines on the 
days of Quarter tense in September and December.
